Taulbee, 
Taylor and llarover being 
called in tbe case. 

It was not until tbe pressure 
was removed off the brain and 
the skull trepbioed that he re* 
gained consciousness. 

Ho lingered in a comatose 
state until (■»:4.'> this tnorning. 
when death relieved bim of his 
sutTering. 

Mr. Cox was an exemplary 
young man and a Christian 
gentleman. He was the main 
support of an aged mother and 
sister, who have the deepest 
symjtathy of the community in 
the sxreat sorrow ami mi-for- 
tune that has fallen lo their htt, 

I )eceased was years of aire 
and was a Deacon in the First 
Presbyterian Church. 

The funeral arrangements 
had not bnen com])leted when 
TiiK Lkdokr went to press.
